The new, LADOT Active Transportation Division was formed from coalescing the bicycle and 
pedestrian programs. The team, headed up by Senior Transportation Engineer, Pauline Chan, is 
a blend of planners, project coordinators and assistants, engineers, and an administrator. The 
division is the main contributor toward LADOT’s Strategic Plan goals for a Safe City and a Livable
